Berry became acting chief execu- 
tive by virtue of his position as 
president pro tempore of the sen- 
ate. 


Allred will be out of the state 


about nine days, planning to go 
from New Orleans to Little Rock 
to participate in a tree-planting 
ceremony and from there to In- 
dianapolis to make an address at 
a farewell banquet for Gov.

House of Commons He

LONDON, Dec. 3.—W—King Edward of England, 


apparently the winner in the first showdown with' hia 
government. in his fight for Wallis Warfield .Simpson, 
came back to London tonight to seek the counsel of th» 
queen mother, Mary, and to give Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin his final word. 


He came from Fort Belvedere to visit his mother 


briefly at Maryborough House. 


Baldwin, reported to have drafted an emergency bill 


which, covering the event of Edward's abdication, would 
make York the sovereign, was to see the monarch later 
at Buckingham Palace. 


Defiant, yet with his empire's fate close at heart, 


England's sovereign insisted stubbornly on his right to a 
private life. 


Gray and shaken, Baldwin, his first minister, stood

IOWA CONVICT HID IN HOLE 


UNDER PRISON BUILDINGS FOR 


OVER MONTH; FINALLY FOUND 


FORT MADISON, la., Dec. 3. 
W;—H. M. Evans, 46-year old 
"human mole," started a stretch 
of solitary 
confinement 
at 
the 
state penitentiary today, but it 
was a 
comparative 
luxury for 
the man who for more than a 
month hid in a crevice less than 
two feet high under one of the 
prison buildings. 


He "escaped" 
into the under- 


ground hideout Oct. 25 during a 
prison football game. 


"I had a chocolate bar. some 


cheese, a loaf of bread and a jug 
of water which I bought at the 
canteen," Evans said. "When that 
was gone I started slipping out 
at 
night. A couple of lungers 


(tuberculosis patients) 
gave me 


what food they could get. 


"I didn't figure you'd be look- 
ing for me right here in prison, 
so I thought when all the fuss ' 
over my lamming out died down ! 
I might be able to get away. I I 
was in for life so I had nothing 
to 
lose. 
I 
'I had a golf ball rigged up j 


with a string which I tried to ; 
toss over an upright on one end 
of the cell houses. If I could have ; 
done it I'd heave up a rope I'd ! 
made and got over 1419 wail, 
i 


"But I tried it night after night 


and I couldn't get the ball to 
come down right or 
else 
the 


string would get caught. I finally 
gave it up and figured to just 
lay low and wait for a break." 
When guards 
pulled him out 


of 
the 
hole, presumably on 
a 


tip from one of the other pris- 
oners on the hideout, Evans was 
cleanly shaven, apparently well 
fed, 
and 
In good physical con- 


dition. 


"I could have stayed In there 


till hell froze over If somebody 
hadn't 
turned stool 
pigeon 
on 


MIP." said the Turin, Iowa bank 
robber.

President leaning on his strong 
right arm. While his name was 
seldom mentioned, "Gus" never- 
theless was an important feature 
in the 
routine of the nation's 


leader both in Washington and 
Albany. 


In 1933, Gennerich officially re- 


tired from the police force after 
25 years service, and became a 
member of the secret 
service. 


President Roosevelt hired him on 
the recommendation of 
Senator 


Wagner of New York. 


Gennerich 
called 
President 


Roosevelt "Boss" and was with 
him practically day and night. 
While other secret service 
men 
rode on the running board or in 
other cars Gennerich always sat 
beside the presidential chauffeur. 
He was the first to assist the 
President in and out of his auto- 
mobile. 


Gennerich had a wide Urcle of 


acquaintances in the various dip- 
lomatic corps.

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CONSTITUTIONAL 


CONVENTION 


One of the by-products 


of this last election was a 
popular mandate 
to 
the 


state of New York to hold 
a convention "to revise the 
constitution and amend the 
same." The question appear- 
ed on the ballot not because 
there was any constitutional 
crisis in the Empire State, 
but because the existing con- 
stitution calls for such a 
popular 
referendum on it 


every 20 years. 
The 
last 
constitutional 


convention in that state was 
held in 1915. It was ex- 
pected to do considerable 
overhauling, but actually no 
revisions were made. There 
is probably more chance of 
changes this time, because 
there is more constitutional 
discussion with regard 
to 


changing conditions. 


The New York example 


is of national 
interest 
at 


this time because it serves 
as a reminder of a state- 
ment attributed to Thomas 
Jefferson, founder of "Jef- 
fersonian democracy" 
and 


author 
of 
the first 
ten 


amendments to the federal 
constitution. He is said to 
have suggested holding a 
constitutional convention au- 
tomatically every 20 years 
to keep the federal docu- 
ment up to date. 


There has never been a 


federal convention of this 
kind since the original con- 
stitution was adopted. It 
would be a more drastic 
affair than the mere sub- 
mission to the states of spe- 
cific amendments for adop- 
tion or rejection. If such a 
national 
convention were 


called, 
everything 
would 


be wide open, and it could 
prepare and propose to the 
states a completely new ba- 
sic law, if it wanted to, as 
constitutional 
conventions 


of individual states have of- 
ten done.

Godfrey, New York state

>roper diet and preventing 
contagion, if he is to be se- 
riously injured or killed by 
falling into scalding water 
n the kitchen at home? 


Safety groups are tack- 


ing this problem, of course, 
but Dr. Godfrey thinks the 
public health organizations 
are in a better position to 
do most of the work involv- 
sd. Public health nurses, for 
example, who

homes regularly, are well 
aware of the physical haz- 
ards there. They are al- 
ready instructing parents in 
the healthful feeding, cloth- 
ing and sanitary care of the 
children. They could easily 
add 
instruction in simple 


safety measures that would 
protect the whole family 
from injury or death by ac- 
cident.

mending body and the governor 
should be given the 
power of 


veto, but not the power of pardon 
to a criminal on his own initia- 
tive. 
"I 
believe in 
segregation of 


criminals," Governor Allred said 
further. "The first offender should 
not be placed in a position where 
he will be Influenced by harden- 
ed criminals who refuse to reform 
or rehabilitate themselves. Every 
chance should be given the first 
offender to go straight and make 
himself a useful citizen and an 
asset to the comunity in which 
he lives."

One of History's Greatest Reversals Has Pres- 


ent Meaning for World—Decapitated, Old 
Apostle Still Guides Thinking of Millions— 
His Parting Counsel to Young Friend.

On the Appian Way, three miles 


out from Rome, stands the beau- 
tiful "Church of The Three Foun- 
tains," It marks the 
traditional 


site of the execution of the Apos- 
tle Paul; and it gets its 
namo 


from the tradition that when Ne- 
ro's swordsman decapitated 
the 


venerable 
missionary, 
his 
head, 


bouncing, struck the earth three 
times, and that a fountain sprang 
up at each point of contact. 


Doubtless the tradition is worth- 


less; but it commemorates the 
grisly fact that Paul, a Roman 
citizen, was executed in a manner 
not deemed shameful. 
The Ro- 
mans thought that they had there- 
by put an end to this pestiferous 
propagandist of a new faith. The 
last word seemingly was with all- 
powerful Nero. 


How little they knew! Today 


men call their dogs "Nero," but 
they 
name 
their sons "Paul." 


Thousands of books, plays, articles 
and addresses have exercised that 
contemptible and degenerate crim- 
inal who occupied Rome's imper- 
ial throne; and carelessly 
sen- 


tenced the aged Jew to death. 
Still greater thousands of books, 
plays, articles, lectures and ser- 
mons have exalted the 
mighty 


brain and mightier character of 
the man who serenely met death 
at. the hands of a Roman swords- 
man on the Appian Way. 
This 


•week, many millions of Sunday 
School members, young and old, 
are again sitting at the feet of 
Paul, "The end proves all." The 
supreme court of history has re- 
versed 
Rome's judgment. 


Taking The Long Look, 


Intrenched 
power 
is 
usually 


stupid. It suffers from atrophied 
imagination. Rare is the Gamaliel 
who counsels, "Hands off, while 
•we yalt and sec." After all, the 
new may be true. When conserv- 
atism becomes obscurantism 
it 


has dug its own grave. Posses- 
sion of power implies an obligo- 
tlon to take long, broad 
views. 
Poor little Nero, rotten with dis- 
ease and with a mind obsessed 
by egotism, was not able to en- 
visage the might of a truth which 
could not be extinguished by an 
executioner's sword; still less did 
h» dream that ere three centuries 
had passed imperial Rome would 
become officially 
Christian, and 


the cross surmount the eagles. 


In our swiftly-changing times, 


with destiny riding high-powered 
automobiles 
a n d 
airplanes, 


thoughtful persons may well pause 
to consider the 
signlfirance of 
Paul 
vis-a-vis 
Nero. 
In 
the 


changes so loudly and widely pro- 
paganded, nowadays how much is 
true, and of God? 
Is the old 


order permanent, or has the Eter- 
nal better ways of life for His 
children? If He has, what are 
they? How do the new notions 
that are 
seeping 
through 
all 


classes of society square with the 
Divine Law, which is perpetual 
and universal in its application. 
Speaking 
each for 
himself 
we 


may ask, "Am I lined up with 
Nero, or with Paul?" These are 
definitely—and even «desperately— 
days for earnest introspection and 
lor far vision.

Mean- 
while, Rome had burned, and to 
divert suspicion 
from 
himself, 


Nero accused the Christians of 
being responsible. 
Anti-Christian 


persecutions intensified. Somehow 
•Paul was again taken to Rome, 
there to await the assured end. 


How a man dies is the final 


kleig light upon his 
character. 


Most men, in Paul's case, would 
have been engrossed In plans for 
. escape from his fate. In such a 
. plight, it would bn natural for a 
man to direct all his thought to 
proving his inhocence, and to la- 


" mcntlng his lot, 


Not so Paul. To the end, his 


solicitude for the Kingdom was 
his supreme 
concern. He

Gospel. 
His 


swan song, these Pastoral Epis- 
tles, was a trumpet call to Chris- 
tian living.
